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Another unit of significance is called 
“Glendale Terrace’, This project is built 
to utilize the “Golden Age Village” con- 
cept. Under the sponsorship of the Honor- 
able James Rhodes, Governor of the sate 
of Ohio, this project is built on 744 acres 
of land located next to a shopping center. 
There are 100 units of housing with 50 
being one bedroom and 50 efficiencies. The 
unique point of this project is, among 
other things, its design, The units are con- 
nected tagether by a hallway which is some- 
what rectangular in shape having a rec- 
reation area at the corner of each of these 
hallways. As you can see there were 4 
recreation areas located in the above- 
mentioned manor. 


The units can empty out into a court 
yard allowing the residents the freedom of 
outdoor living or the capacity to move in- 
doors in inclement weather. Besides the 
above-mentioned items there is a clinic 
which is supervised by the Department 
of Mental Health, State of Ohio, employ- 
ing a full time nurse. The facility has 
dentists, doctors’, Podiatrists’ offices and 
an examining room. In this facility as in 
all public housing in Lucas County, there 
is a full time Caseworker working from the 
Department of Social Services. 


There is a kitchen and a dining area 
where residents of this housing project may 
be provided lunch and dinner for $30.00 
per person per month, Lunch only for 
$17.60 per person per month; dinner only 
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for $17.50 per person per month, etc. If 
a resident desires, they may have beauty 
and barber needs provided. The ladies 
with one shampoo and hair set every two 
weeks, two permanent waves per year and 
a hair cut once a month. The men receive 
one hair cut every three weeks. This 
package cost $15.00 per person per month. 


As a matter of information, under the 
Toledo Metropolitan Housing Authority, 
there are 2,668 units in management and 
there are approximately 1,500 units in 
development and/or construction. General- 
ly speaking, many of the managerial pro- 
cedures were similar to our own with the 
exception in particular, with information 
requirements for elderly and/or handicapp- 
ed applicants. We are using the informa- 
tion received from this trip to improve our 
own managerial functions. 


During our trip in Toledo, we made note 
of partitions that are open on the ends 
but extend from the floor to the ceiling, 
were being used satisfactorily in efficiency 
units.

storage units are within easy reach from a 
sitting position. The units are hung low 
and the base cabinets have pull-outs, The 
sink is only 6 inches deep so that one 
ean reach the bottom without strain or 
stress from a sitting position and other 
similar items. Other amenities of this 
building are similar to those that we have 
built into our own at South Washington 
and Ionia-Seymour. 


Another unit of sigificance is called 
“Glendale Terrace”, This project is built 
to utilize the “Golden Age Village’ con- 
cept. Under the sponsorship of the Honar- 
able James Rhodes, Governor of the State 
of Ohio, this project is built on 744 acres 
of land located next to a shopping center. 
There are 100 units of housing with 50 
being one bedroom and 50 efficiencies. The 
unique point of this project is, among other 
things, its design. The units are connect- 
ed together by a hallway which is some- 
what rectangular in shape having a rec- 
reation area at the corner of each of these 
hallways. As you can see there were 4 
recreation areas located in the above- 
mentioned manor. 


The units can empty out into a court yard 
allowing the residents the freedom of out- 
door living or the capacity to move in- 
doors in inclement weather. Besides the 
above-mentioned items there is a clinic 
which is supervised by the Department of 
Mental Health, State of Ohio, employing 
a full time nurse. The facility has dentists, 
doctors’, podiatrists’ offices and an examin- 
ing room. In this facility, as in all public 
housing in Lucas County, there is a full 
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time Caseworker working from the De- 
partment of Social Services. 


There is a kitchen and a dining area 
where residents of this housing project may 
be provided lunch and dinner for $30.00 
per person per month. Lunch only for 
$17.50 per person per month; dinner only 
for $17.50 per person per month, etc. If 
a resident desires they may have beauty 
and barber needs provided. The ladies with 
one shampoo and hair set every two weeks, 
two permanent waves per year and a hair 
cut once a month. The men receive one 
hair cut every three weeks, This package 
costs $15.00 per person per month. 


As a matter of information, under the 
Toledo Metropolitan Housing Authority, 
there are 2,688 units in management and 
there are approximately 1,500 units in de- 
velopment and/or construction. Generally 
speaking, many of the managerial pro- 
cedures were similar to our own with the 
exception in particular, with information 
requirements for elderly and/or handi- 
capped applicants. We are using the in- 
formation received from this trip to im- 
prove our own managerial] functions. 


During our trip in Toledo, we made 
note of partitions that are open on _ the 
ends but extend from the floor to the ceiling, 
— being used satisfactorily in efficiency 
units,
